Three Books of Song is the title of Mr. Long¬ 
fellow’s new volume, to be published the 25th 
inst., by James R. Osgood & Co. Book first con¬ 
tains a second series of “ Tales of a Wayside Inn,” 
which are no worse for having already seen the 
light, with the exception of “ The Cobbler of Hag- 
enau,” in the Atlantic. A bit of this is very note¬ 
worthy : 

“Our ingress into the world 
Was naked and bare; 

Our progress through the world 
No trouble and care; 

Our egress from the world 
Will be nobody knows where; 

But if we do well here 
We shall do well there ; 

And I could tell you no more. 

Should I preach a whole year !” 

The prelude, interludes, and conclusion are 


quite new and very beautiful, in Longfellow’s most 
charming manner. The stories are exquisitely 
poetic versions of legends and tales from all climes. 
Book second contains the religious drama of 
“Judas Maccabaeus,” a rendering of the revolt of 
the Jews against King Antiochus, which includes 
many of the incidents given in the Apocrypha. 
The third book is made up of the translations to 
which Mr. Longfellow’s muse lends herself so fit¬ 
tingly. They are from many languages, finely 
chosen and exquisitely rendered. 

Paper Money the Root of Evil is the title 
of an examination, by Charles A. Mann, of the 
currency of the United States, with practical sug¬ 
gestions for restoring specie payments without 
robbing debtors, now in press by D. Appleton & 
Co. in a i2mo of 374 pages. The author really 
undertakes an elucidation of the whole subject of 
paper money, believing that a proper settlement of 
this question must precede, and will lead up to, 
free trade. He sees great advantages in a mixed 
currency, with convertible bank-notes, considering 
that it develops the circulation of capital, but 
says there has never been a time in this country 
when bank-notes have not intruded beyond their 
proper sphere. He claims that the issue of incon¬ 
vertible “ greenbacks ” is but a method of de¬ 
basing the currency, and challenges utterly the re¬ 
cent legal-tender decision of the Supreme Court. 
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No such exhaustive treatise on the entire question 
of currency has yet appeared, and the book de¬ 
mands the consideration of all financiers, capi¬ 
talists, and political thinkers. 

Smoke, one of the novels of Russia’s greatest 
masters of fiction, Ivan S. Turgeneff, very well 
translated from the author’s French version, by 
Wm. F. West, A.M., will be published very soon, 
by Holt & Williams, in neat i6mo. form. It is 
very remarkable for its freshness, dash, spirit, and 
sharp satire, and promises to be one of the most 
successful novels of the season. The scene is in 
Baden, and the story opens with a keen and clever 
satirical description of the society and customs of 
that great spa and gambling place. The plot is 
chiefly the entanglement of a young Russian in re¬ 
newed love with his former fiancee , now married to 
a distinguished Russian general. Her passion and 
his own lead him into the depths of misery a d 
despair, as well as to the heights of happiness, but 
finally the mesalliance is sundered, and he returns 
to his proper love. There are few novels so clever 
in characterization, and generally so sprightly and 
entertaining. 

Practical Horseshoeing is the subject and title 
of a manual by Dr. G. Fleming, a leading English 
veterinary surgeon, soon to be published in a i2mo 
of 108 pp., with 29 illustrations, by D. Appleton & 
Co. It is a thorough and useful book, which every 
horse-owner and horse-shoer in the country ought 
to buy, and we look to a wide sale for it. That it 
is excellent, reliable, and authoritative is attested 
by the fact that it was selected out of forty essays 
submitted, as worthy of the first prize offered by 
the Scottish Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. It explains thoroughly the anatomy 
and physiology of the horse’s foot, how to prepare 
the hoof, all "about the shoe itself, the practice of 
shoeing, and as to winter shoeing, the shoeing of 
defective limbs, the general management of the 
horse’s foot, and streets and roads. A bookseller 
ought to sell as many copies as there are intelligent 
farriers near him. 

Of Station Life in New Zealand, by that very 
clever and sprightly writer, Lady Barter, whose 
stories have been very widely appreciated, an edi¬ 
tion will shortly be published in this country b) 
De Witt C. Lent & Co. It has been very popular 
in England, telling the story of civilized and uncivil¬ 
ized life in that far-off country most entertainingly. 
It is made up of just such letters as one delights to 
receive trom a dear friend abroad, with graphic and 
accurate description, and no little humor, and is 
like enough |to be quite popular for summer read¬ 
ing. The book has a colored frontispiece, and is 
a i6mo, pp. 238. 


LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

New Tariff on Books and Printing 
Paper. —On May 16, in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, Mr. Hoar offered a proviso exempting from 
the tariff of 12 1-2 cents a pound, all books, maps 
and charts imported specially for the use of any 
society incorporated for philosophical, literary or 
religious purposes exclusively, or for the encourage¬ 
ment of the fine arts, or for the library of any col¬ 
lege, academy, or institution of learning, or for the 
use of the instructors. Mr. Holman moved to 
strike out the paragraph, and Mr. Kerr offered an 
amendment, inserting 10 cents instead of 12 1-2 
cents a pound. Before a vote \vas taken upon 
these amendments, one offered by Mr. Garfield to 
admit all books twenty or more years old, either in 
old or new prints, free of duty, was adopted. Gar¬ 
field said the present law in this particular was not 


as effective as was intended, as reprints of old 
books bearing a late date, even though the text 
remained unchanged, were made liable to the duty 
as new books by the decisions of the officers of the 
Treasury. Messrs. Holman & Kerr then withdrew 
their amendments, Holman offering a proviso ex¬ 
empting school-books, maps and charts used for 
common schools, and Bibles and Testaments from 
duty. This was rejected by 69 Yeas to 72 Nays. 
Messrs. Kerr & Holman renewed their first amend¬ 
ments ; Kerr’s was lost by a vote of 75 to 78, and 
Holman’s by 45 to 79. Only one vote was taken 
upon the paragraph relating to unbound news¬ 
papers, magazines and periodicals. Mr. Kerr 
wanted to have the duty fixed at five instead of six 
cents a pound, but his amendment was rejected. 
Numerous amendments were offered to the last 
paragraph of the section, which fixed the tariff on 
sized printing paper at 28 per cent, ad valorem. 
On motion of Mr. Beck, the word “sized ” was 
stricken out, and the duty made 20 per cent, instead 
of 28. This was the only one of the several pro¬ 
positions which was agreed to, the others gene¬ 
rally being rejected by small majorities. The 
question then recurred upon a substitute for the 
entire paragraph which Mr. Dawes had offered. 
The substitute provided that on all printing paper 
90 per cent of the present duty should be levied, 
the vote being 84 Yeas to 79 Nays. 

On May 17, on motion of Mr. Garfield, books 
printed in foreign languages and English books 
which have not been revised in twenty years were 
freed from duty. 

Another important amendment agreed to was the 
one offered by Mr. Beck to authorize the payment 
of one-third of customs duties in legal tender notes. 
On this the vote was 94 to 62. 

“ The Pirated American Edition ”.—The 
following letter, addressed to the editor of the Pub¬ 
lishers' Circular , London, refers to the above ex¬ 
pression, used inadvertently by Mr. Longman, in 
one of his letters on International Copyright : 

Sir : With reference to my use of the word “pi¬ 
rated,” as applied to Her Majesty’s “ Our Life in 
the Highlands,” printed in New York, I was not 
aware, at the time of using that form of expression, 
that the Messrs. Harper, of New York (for whom 
I have high respect), had paid ^250 for the early 
sheets of that book. I regret that those gentlemen 
should have taken umbrage at my expression, 
which, having been placed in brackets, was thought 
to have removed the offensive application of the 
word. I trust, from the discussion on Copyright 
now going on in the United States, that before long 
that word will have become entirely obsolete. I 
certainly did not intend to apply the expression 
offensively to the Messrs. Harper. I am, Sir, 
yours obediently, Thos.

Macmillan & Co. will shortly publish “ The 
Oxford Bampton Lectures ” for 1871. The sub¬ 
ject is dissent in its relation to the Church of Eng¬ 
land, and the author, the Rev. G. H. Curteis, 
Principal of the Lichfield Theological Seminary. 

A neatly got up pamphlet in the German 
language has just been issued by E. Steiger, 22 and 
24 Frankfort street, New York. The subject-mat¬ 
ter is of particular interest at the present day; 
and the title may be rendered in English, “ The 
Kindergarten in America. Origin, character, 
significance, and educational means of Frcebel’s 


system and its adaptation to American conditions. 
Briefly sketched for the use of parents, teachers, 
and lovers of children.” The principles of the 
celebrated German educational Reformer, Fried¬ 
rich Froebel, have hitherto been only partially ap¬ 
plied in this country, but enough has been achieved 
to cause them to be extensively and carefully 
studied with a view to their more general adapta¬ 
tion to America. These principles are now every¬ 
where occupying the attention of thinking men en¬ 
gaged in education directly or indirectly, and they 
appeal to the affection and sound sense of parents 
in general. The pamphlet is therefore well-timed ; 
and all conversant with German will find in it a 
very clear exposition of the system of education it 
aims at disseminating. It may be had gratis on 
application to the publisher. 

E. Steiger has also started a unique and most 
laudable enterprise, viz., the issue of a “ German- 
American Library,” which is to embrace the 
choicest literary productions of German-American 
authors. It is published in weekly numbers, in a 
neat i6mo, at 15 cents each; and in volumes at 50 
cents in paper, or 75 cents in elegant cloth-binding. 
The first four volumes, which have just made their 
appearance, include R. Solger’s successful novel, 
“Anton in Amerika,” in 2 vols.; and Karl 
Dilthey’s amusing stories and tales, illustrative of 
German life in America, also in 2 vols. Vols. 
5-8 are to contain the much admired novels and 
tales of Friedrich Lexow, and of Rudolph Lexow, 
the well-known editor of the best German weekly 
published in the United States.

Each volume, how¬ 
ever, is sold separately, and subscriptions may be 
stopped with any number. The enterprise cer¬ 
tainly deserves all encouragement. 

The Birmingham Shakespeare Memorial 
Library. —We have just received from the Free 
Libraries Committee, Birmingham, Eng., the first 
part of the catalogue of the above library. It is 
issued in order that the subscribers and others in¬ 
terested may see to what extent the English edi¬ 
tions have already been secured, and also to show 
how many are still wanted. The table, pp. 29-36, 
contains a considerable number of editions which 
are not named in any previous bibliography of 
Shakespeare, and it is probable that many more 
exist. In American and in colonial editions the 
library is very poor; it is hoped that the issue and 
circulation of this list may lead to the offer, either 
as gifts or for sale, of the sets wanting. Every 
possessor of Shakespeareana, inclined to dispose of 
some of his duplicates or rare editions, will do well 
to send for a copy of this catalogue, which itself 
is a valuable addition to any Shakespeare library. 
The catalogue, compiled by J. D. Mullins, is an 
admirable piece of bibliography. The titles are 
given verbatim in full, and those of the older or of 
rare editions accompanied by clear descriptions. 
Most valuable for reference, to show to the collector 
at a glance what additions are missing in his collec¬ 
tion, is the chronological and typographical table of 
English editions, which at the same time serves as 
index to description of those in the Birming¬ 
ham Library, and to those which are wanted, the 
latter being marked with an asterisk. The library,

founded April 23, 1864, the Tercentenary of Shake¬ 
speare’s birth, now (April, 1872) contains 4,012 
vols., of which the English number 2,625 ; French, 
166; German, 995 ; Bohemian, 33 ; Danish, 47 ; 
Dutch, 52; Frisian, 2; Greek (modern), 2; 
Hungarian, 12; Italian, 41; Polish, 5; Russian, 
6; Spanish, 2; Swedish, 22; Wallachian, i; 
Welsh, 1. 

E. H. Sears, the author of the “Heart of 
Christ,” the new book which is making quite a 
stir in theological circles, is the minister of a small 
Unitarian Society in Weston. He is a tall, un¬ 
gainly man, with high cheek-bones, and looks as 
though his father was second-cousin to an Indian. 
But he is an able thinker and good scholar, of 
about sixty years, a graduate of Union College, 
which has never mustered courage to give him an 
honorary degree—a graceful and forcible writer, 
and quite the most pertinacious and influential man 
in the extreme evangelical wing of the Unitarian 
body. In fact he seems to out-orthodox the Or¬ 
thodox in some respects, and hesitates to accept 
their pressing invitations to enter their folds be¬ 
cause he is not quite sure but the heresy he would 
find there is more insidious and undermining than 
that he has and hates where he is. Mr. Sears has 
written a suggestive book on “ Regeneration,” and 
a tale founded on Colonial times ; but he is best 
known by his “ Athanasia, or Foregleams of Im¬ 
mortality,” a beautifully written book giving a some¬ 
what fanciful theory of Christ’s resurrection.— 
Golden Age. 

McClintock & Strong’s Cyclopedia, 
vol. 4. (Harper & Bros.) The same plan has 
been maintained in this as in the preceding vol¬ 
umes, and is to be carried out in the remainder of 
the work, which will be issued as rapidly as the 
mechanical part can be well executed. Through¬ 
out this work it has been the aim 
of the editors to incorporate into it all 
the suitable matter found in similar works, 
especially in the great recent dictionaries edited by 
Aschbach, Fairbairn, Herzog, Hoefer, Kitto, Smith, 
Wetzer and Welte, and Winer, and these names 
have been prefixed or appended to portions so 
cited. If this has in any case been omitted, it 
has been by oversight. At the same time, it is due 
to the authors of those works to state that the 
matter borrowed from them has rarely been used 
without large modifications and important additions. 
Full one-half of the matter in this Cyclopaedia is 
wholly new, and much of the rest is entirely re¬ 
modelled in form and expression, while many arti¬ 
cles contained in it are not represented in any simi¬ 
lar work hitherto published. This Cyclopaedia has 
not been undertaken, written, or published in the 
interest of any sect or party. Hence the contribu¬ 
tor’s have been selected from all branches of the 
Church, and their statements have been left un¬ 
trammelled by sectarian dictation. 

Mr. Kroeger writes his excellent translations 
of Fichte for the “ Journal of Speculative Philoso¬ 
phy ” in his cell. His offence was almost entirely 
technical, and he is soon to be pardoned, we are 
happy to learn. 

Editorship of the Atlantic Monthly.— 
There have been three editors of our popular 
monthly since its beginning, in November, 1857. 
James Russell Lowell was the first, and continued 
at the helm until 1861, when James T. Fields as¬ 
sumed the editorship and kept it until 1871, when 
he resigned and William D. Howells was installed, 
and now fills the responsible office with ability and 
energy. 

Previous to the fire there were eight large 


houses engaged in the religious book trade in Chi¬ 
cago. W. G. Holmes, now at 194 West Madison 
street, is said to have had the largest stock of theo¬ 
logical and Sunday-school books in the country. 
The total stock of the eight houses at the time of 
the fire amounted in value, probably, to $250,000, 
and the aggregate yearly sales reached, it is esti¬ 
mated, about $500,000. 

Atlantic Cable Business. —On and after 
May 1, 1872, the ten word minimum on business be¬ 
tween all W. Union offices and points in Great 
Britain and Ireland will be abolished. The tariff 
will thereafter be computed by multiplying the 
number of words, whether more or less than ten, 
by one-tenth of the present rate for ten words (or 
by the present rate for additional words). The 
change does not apply on business destined for 
points beyond England. 

The N. Y. Mercantile Library Reading-room 
will be open for the use of members on Sundays, 
from one to nine P. M. The vote of the members 
was so overwhelmingly (1,200 out of 1,400) in the 
affirmative on the Sunday question that the Clinton 
Hall Association cheerfully granted consent to the 
opening of the building. 

Mr. James D. Reed has retired from the edi¬ 
torial chair of The Journal of the Telegraphy and 
will be succeeded by Mr. Fred. T. Grace. 

Victor Hugo’s new poem, “l’Annee Terrible,” 
says the Paris correspondent of the Maily will 
doubtless create a great sensation in literary cir¬ 
cles, for its advent has been impatiently awaited 
since the Month of March. The first page of the 
work bears the following dedication : “ A Paris , 

Capitale des Peuplesf and in fact, Paris is the hero 
of the work, which is divided into twelve canti, 
corresponding with the twelve months of the year, 
from August, 1870, to July, 1871. After having 
preluded in a prologue, entitled “ Le Plebiscite, 
the poet passes in review all the important events 
of the “terrible year.” 

A collection of fifty of the best drawings of 
Victor Hugo (who is not only an author but an ar¬ 
tist) is shortly to be published in the form of an 
album. Hugo’s drawings are startling in thei 
conception, and among the subjects are man 
strange, weird moonlight scenes, with many-tow- 
ered castles, such as one might see in dreams, and 
of a style of architecture peculiar and original. 

Lee & Shepard have published in one volume, 
“Principles of Political Economy, with some of 
their Applications to Social Philosophy,” by John 
Stuart Mill. This is called “The People’s Edi¬ 
tion,” and is a reprint of the sixth octavo edition 
in two volumes. The price is only about a quarter 
of the other. The volume is compactly and clearly 
printed. To general readers it has this particular 
merit, that all the extracts and most phrases in 
foreign languages have been translated into Eng¬ 
lish. It is almost needless to speak of the value 
of this work itself, as it has been recognized 
everywhere as one of the ablest productions of one 
of the strongest, clearest and most comprehensive 
of English thinkers. 

Geo. Routledge & Sons, says the Golden Age, 
have put all travellers under obligation by pub¬ 
lishing Augustus J. C. Hare’s “ Walks in Rome,” 
in a handsome volume of nearly seven hundred 
3 ages. It contains all the information that any¬ 
body may need, with all the poetry and sentiment 
that the most matter-of-fact and stupid may desire. 
Indeed it is so complete and so admirable in its 
descriptions, and so filled with the best things 
said by the best travellers, that it almost obviates 
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the necessity of going to Rome. Read this book 
and Story’s “Robadi Roma,” and with a collec¬ 
tion of photographs, one may learn more of the 
Holy City than half the people who cross the ocean 
to see it. 

The Methodist Book Concern. —The annual 
report of the Book Committee contains the foliow r - 
ing statements : 

The Commission appointed by the last General 
Conference, in the spring of 1869, purchased a 
property on the corner of Broadway and Eleventh 
street, at a cost of $900,000, three-fourths of which 
is owned by the Book Concern, and cost, includ¬ 
ing $42,904 13 for finishing and fitting up for use, 
$717,904 13. The other one-fourth is owned by 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and cost, when completed and ready for 
use $232,452 49, making the total cost of the 
building and lots $950,356 62. After reserving 
sufficient space for Book Concern, Missionary So¬ 
ciety, and other connectional purposes—such as 
rooms for wholesaling and retailing books and peri¬ 
odicals, mailing department, library room, Bish¬ 
ops’ room, Board room or chapel, agents’, edi¬ 
tors’, and missionaries secretaries’ offices, etc.— 
there remained a large portion of the building un¬ 
occupied for Church or benevolent purposes, which 
is rented to several parties for an annual rent of 
$72,700, which will pay the interest at seven per 
cent, per annum on the whole cost of the property, 
and leave a balance of $6,175 04 toward paying the 
taxes and insurance. By the said Commission the 
agents were authorized to issue bonds for $500,600, 
payable after three years, and due in fifteen years 
from June 1, 1869, for part payment of the above- 
named property. These bonds were all taken at 
par and accrued interest, without paying a single 
dollar for advertising or brokerage. The real es¬ 
tate at No. 200 Mulberry street, and Mott street, is 
used for manufacturing purposes, with the excep¬ 
tion of a small portion, which is rented for $1,800 
per annum. The building erected for a depository 
at Pittsburgh, Pa., was finished early in 1869, and 
has proved a profitable investment. Our real es¬ 
tate at San Francisco, Cal., has risen in value since 
its purchase, and answers well the purpose for 
which it was designed.

turing and issuing periodicals, $133,381 94; col¬ 
porteurs, agencies and depositories. $107,211 03;

The Society is now issu¬ 
ing regularly six periodicals—the American Messen¬ 
ger , the Amerikanischer Botschafter , the Child's 
Paper , and the Morning Light monthlies ; and the 
Illustrated Christian Weekly , and the Deutscher 
Volksfreund, illustrated weeklies. The average 
monthly circulation of the American Messenger for 
the year has been 157,667 copies ; of the Child's 
Papei-, 320,666 copies ; of the Botschafler 40,708 cop¬ 
ies ; of the Morning Light, 41,000 copies ; total of all 
four, 560,041. 

During the year, publications for circulation 
among the destitute, including annuities, have been 
granted, amounting to $49,679 51, or nearly seven¬ 
ty-five million pages.

The receipts for the year w f ere $689,923 47, includ¬ 
ing $361,274 64 from publications, $39,510 84 from 
rents, $140,212 49 from legacies, $137,474 31 
from donations, and $11,451 19 from sundry items. 
The payments have been $629,379 88. The sum 
necessary to meet the outstanding engagements of 
the society is estimated at $80,000. Volumes print¬ 
ed at the Bible House, 1,030,255; purchased 
abroad, 201,597 ; issued, 1,100,871, in sixty lan¬ 
guages ; volumes issued during fifty-six years, 28,- 
780,969 ; gratuitous expenditures during the year, 
$242,727 02; families supplied with Bibles, 73,- 
732 ; persons, in addition, 17,391 ; schools, 1,835. 

Seven sets of new electrotype plates have been 
made at the Bible House ; five sets for the Arabic 
Scriptures are in progress at Beyrout, and one set 
at Constantinople. 

The Methodist Book Concern at Nashville, 
Tenn., is said to be doing a business of about 
$1,000 a day. The building recently burned, caus¬ 
ing a loss of $25,000, is to be rebuilt at a cost of 
$50,000. Its capital is over $200,000 without in¬ 
cumbrance. 


ZachariasTopelius. 

From the N. Y. Tribune. 

Topelius is a name as yet new to our country, 
but old with a fully-matured fame in his own, a 
name which we hear for the first time, and which 
falls as an empty sound, but which in Northern 
ears is fully freighted with learning, poetic inspi¬ 
ration, and what, perhaps, may be best called na¬ 
tional genius—the power of interpreting through 
lyric or prose writings the very spirit of his coun¬ 
try, its external life with its varied phases, its hid- 
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den life which moulds and directs the outer. To-, 
pelius stands as such an exponent; he is so essen¬ 
tially a native of his land—Finland : so imbued 
with its characteristics, so closely allied to it in 
his very being, that he breathes its language in all 
that he writes, through the silent but wonderfully 
analogous life of nature, whose utterances are un¬ 
heard, yet tell the whole story of human struggle, 
woe, longing, and rapture, by means of the symbol¬ 
ism of flood and hillside, forests, eternal snow, and 
the midnight splendor of the firmament; the poetic 
soul catches the import, being so truly a child of 
nature, that it seems as though the mother-heart 
had confided its secrets to him ; through the prim¬ 
itive life of the peasantry, the first offspring of the 
soil, in which may be found the sources of the 
mighty torrents of thought, feeling, passion, ambi¬ 
tion, which culminate among the great and high¬ 
born ; through the evolutions of dynasties, the 
glittering changes of court-life, the world-re¬ 
nowned deeds of illustrious personages, the pa¬ 
geantry, horror, heroism, and stupendous effects 
which turn the tide of nations, and which are all 
summed up in that one word—history. 

Topelius is as much at home in the peasant hut 
as in the palace, in the wilderness as in the throng, 
in the weird mysticism which clings to the North, 
and lends a magic significance to the most trifling 
incident, as in the sharp-edged reality which ad¬ 
mits of no supernatural agency. All is truthful, 
vivid, actual to those senses which perceive through 
the medium of written words. It is this element of 
genuineness which gives the value to Topelius’s 
historical romances. Integrity of mind, accuracy of 
perception, and an imagination which is never led 
astray, make his portrayals real, and, being real, 
inestimable. It is these qualities which render 
him an exquisite poet, responsive to every pulsa¬ 
tion of nature, an inimitable writer for children, 
for he seems to divine just how the child thinks, 
and talks, and acts, and never puts his grown-up 
ways upon the little ones, and a reliable historian, 
who never perverts facts to reach a desired aim, 
but who finds embodied in the actual wants and 
characters of which he treats the amplest material 
for interest, plot, romance, and strange out-work¬ 
ings of destiny. All these things, which are sup¬ 
posed to be invented by fiction, are inherent in life 
itself, and a period so eventful, so important as 
that comprised in the “Surgeon’s Stories ” needs 
no fertile imagination to enhance its interest. 

This series is called Topelius’s greatest work. 
The first begins with the hero king. Gustave 
Adolf, and the close of his reign; the next is in 
the time of his (laughter, Queen Christina; and, 
finally, we come to the brilliant reign of Gustave 
III., under which literature and the fine arts pros¬ 
pered as never before in Sweden. 

Topelius is singularly cool and impartial in 
judgment, calm and even in his style, never strain¬ 
ing aftereffect, but allowing it to follow as a natu¬ 
ral result of exciting causes. He does not goad or 
lacerate his readers, but the emotions awakened 
are perfectly spontaneous and inevitable under the 
circumstances. 

As an author, Topelius’s rank abroad entitles 
him to recognition here, and his works are valua¬ 
ble to us as describing historical events of which 
we know but little, and a people of whom we have 
scarcely heard more than the name. Through 
these we shall learn that Finland possesses a cul¬ 
ture, genius, and literature which place her in the 
foremost rank among civilized nations, albeit she 
has been almost hidden in her northern nook, and 
overshadowed by the colossal power that holds her 
subject.

Immoral Literature. 

From the Albany Law Journal. 

The House bill for the suppression of obscene 
literature in the District of Columbia is now in 
the hands of the Judiciary Committee, and de¬ 
serves all the attention it will receive. The bill 
prohibits either the sale or the giving away of any 
book or other object of an indecent or immoral 
nature, or any article for causing abortion, or any 
advertisement of the same. Another section for¬ 
bids the conveying of the same articles by post, or 
dropping any such in a letter-box. The penalty 
for breach of the statute is imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or a fine of not more than 
$1,000. All articles seized under the act are to be 
destroyed. 

A similar measure was passed in England many 
years ago, and is known as “ Lord Campbell’s 
Act.” Although he was not very famous in the 
literary or legislative world, yet he was a very 
useful law compiler, and a deserving aspirant to 
laurels from Parnassus, as witness his “ Lives of 
the Lord Chancellors of England.” He was the 
means of passing the first statute in England for 
giving certain surviving relatives of persons killed 
by negligence on railways rights of action against 
the delinquent companies, contrary to the common- 
law maxim, actio personalis moritur cum persotta. 
Our jurisprudence has adopted his views on this 
latter question, and is now for indorsing his moral 
code for the District of Columbia. 

At common law, however, and independently of 
any positive statute, any act of public indecency is 
a misdemeanor, punishable with fine and imprison¬ 
ment. It seems better, therefore, that the present 
bill, which is likely soon to be copied in all States 
whose laws are still defective on the point, should 
merely declare in general terms what the common 
law is. Else, if public prosecutors are led to be¬ 
lieve that a statute is the sole foundation of this 
jurisprudence, they may frame indictments under 
the act, and not at common law. The scope of 
the act will soon become known to those threatened 
with its provisions and penalties. These persons, 
therefore, will try to evade the statutonr penalty. 
But, if the act is declared to be in affirmance of 
the common-law rule, that all attempts to corrupt 
morals are misdemeanors, this will leave the ven¬ 
dors of these unhallowed articles without any re¬ 
fuge. Any reform of the measures on this point 
already passed by any of the States ought to pro¬ 
vide a similar declaration. Else, instead of check¬ 
ing vice, it may be encouraged. 

The advertisements and assignations paraded in 
some soi-disant respectable newspapers are emi¬ 
nently entitled to a perusal by the district attorney. 
All such advertisements are the incipient causes of 
abortion. Some, no doubt, may be harmless. But, 
lest there should be any means of escape left to 
our Rozensweigs, the construction of the ad¬ 
vertisement should be left to the jury as a question 
of fact.
